PRESIDENT T A F T WANTS T A R IFF LOWERED. 


President Taft has conveyed a strong intimation to con­ 
gress that he will not look with favor upon any tariff bill 
that does not fulfill tbo pledges of th e party contained in 
republican national platform for a downward revision, at 
the sam e time keeping steadily in view the fundamental 
idea of protection of hom e industries, and the wages of the 
working classes. 
T he senate has materially modified the 
schedule of rates in th e bill as received from the house of 
representatives, restoring in a num ber of instances the 
duties to almost the sam e rates as under the Dingley bill. 
This does not suit the notions of the elem ent that has been 
clamoring for lower rates, although it meets the view s of 
the stand-patters, w ho constitute a powerful element in the 
party. 
The idea that because the country has enjoyed a 
period of unparalleled prosperity under the present tariff, 
therefore tariff-tinkering is not advisable at this time, is not 
a conclusive argument. It is the repetition of the old cry of 
“ Let well enough alone,”— a will-o’-the-wisp call that may 
easily be followed too far. 
Tariff duties based on protec­ 
tive lin es are not designed to lie fixities. 
They arc sup­ 
posed to change with changing circumstances. 
W hen e x ­ 
perience demonstrates that the custom duties are in excess 
of the demands of hom e industries, and tend to enable the 
domestic manufacturer to reap inordinately high profits, 
the tim e has come to lower the duty on such articles as 
fall within this category. 
Of course, there will be a differ­ 
ence of opinion as to whether or not w e have reached this 
point. 
The manufacturers interested will answer “ N o,” 
and will use all their influence to prevent reduction. 
Tariff 
revision is far from being a simple task. 
Thattherd should 
be a sharp division of sentiment even among protectionist 
legislators is not surprising. 
It is reported that the president favors placing a number 
of articles, designated as raw materials, on the free list. 
This m eans the abandonment of the protection principle so 
far as these articles are concerned. 
T his policy is based 
on the contention that the manufacturers concerned in 
such materials no longer need the aid of tariff duties in 
their business. 
The list embraces iron, coal, hides, oil, 
and a number of other so-called raw materials. 
W e do 
not believe it will command the approval of the masses of 
the republican voters to throw the doors of the American 
market wide open to outside competition in this w ay. 
The cattle man, with w hom the hide is a finished product, 
is entitled to consideration. 
So is the lumberman, w hose 
output comprises only rough lumber. 
It is proving a very 
difficult 
task 
to revise tariff rates 
w hich have proved 
effectual in building up 
our commercial prosperity in a 
manner that will be satisfactory to all interests. 


THE SW EATING SYSTEM. 


A strong opposition 
is 
being developed against 
the 
practice of refined torture resorted to in order to extort 
confessions from persons charged with crime. 
W hile in 
this new species of cruelty personal violence is not called 
into play; 
it is if anything more oppressive and contrary

methods in the effort to convict criminals. 
Better that a 
few offenders go unpunished than that practices revolting 
to all te n se of justice should be countenanced by officials 
in their desire to m ake criminals convict themselves. 
In some states it has b een found necessary to pass sovore 
laws against the sweating process in all its varied forms. 
It ought to bo stamped out in every state, and any official 
resorting to it should be made to forfeit his office.

It contains about 3,000 Inhabit­ 
ants, and th e principle of Its architec­ 
ture Is to dig into the earth ruther 
than to litllld upon It. 
These troglo­ 
dytes are to be found between the town 
of (Ja bes. on the Tunisian coast, and 
the sand hills of the Sahara. 
Tbe 
country Is a high, rocky plateau, b ar­ 
ren. sun baked and swept by the si­ 
moom. 
W hen a'M atinal it wants a new 
dwelling lie chooses his spot, traces a 
circle and 
then digs until 
lie 
lias 
reached the desired depth, which va­ 
ries according to tbe number of stories 
he reunites. 
The rooms consist of caves hollowed 
out in the sides of the circular pit. the 
bottom of w hich forms a palio, or 
courtyard, w hich Is the usual feature 
of a Moorish bouse. Besides the rooms, 
a pnssage is also dug. com m unicating 
witli tlie outside world, and a door is 
made at the o u ter end. 
The soil, w hich is a kind of m allea­ 
ble clay, is easily cut and lends itself 
well to excavation, the roof of each 
room requiring no support as long as 
it is arched. T hese underground dw ell­ 
ings are not dam p.—Chicago News.

Dr. Delorme, arm y medical inspect­ 
or, declares th a t the natural position in 
to lio flat on one's back. Professor De­ 
bone and Dr. D aveniere of tbe School 
of Hygiene are of the same opinion 
and point out th a t lying on either side 
causes pressure of the arm. w hich 
may eventually bring about paralysis. 
Dr. Landotizjr of the medical faculty 
says that the best position is the m ost 
com fortable position, and this is ac­ 
quired by habit.

on the right side. Dr. Letulle of th e 
Medical academ y m aintains em phatic­ 
ally that the sleeper should alw ays Me 
on the right side and thus avoid indi­ 
gestion and h e a rt troubles.

Invest 
Frenchmen Are Thrifty and 
G o v e r n m e n t B o nds. 
If you were a Frenchman with a 
very small surplus to invest, if even 
that surpius were hut a modest franc, 
you might become tbe holdpr of n 
French government bond. From tho 
cradle to the grave the French sub­ 
ject is taught to save and to turn LBs 
earnings into safe income producing 
account, says Charles Spcare In the 
Review of Reviews. 
The state pays a premium on thrift. 
It rewards its school children for vari­ 
ous good performances with a tiny 
bank deposit which invariably will 
have grown inlo goodly size when the 
recipient lias reached maturity. Hav­ 
ing nursed its people through tbe early 
stages of economy, it directs tlieir 
steps in the choice of investments aud 
even assumes paternal power in arbi­ 
trarily transforming the savings bank 
account Into government bonds or 
rentes. Thrift is a national charac­ 
teristic. France is a nation of little 
savers, of little incomes aud of little 
farms. 
Collectively these exercise a tremen­ 
dous power on tlio affairs of Europe. 
The holder of the one or two franc 
bond and the possessor of the bank 
account, so small that bankers of oth­ 
er countries would scoru it, have built 
up a monetary power that commands 
the respect of tbe world and indeed 
regulates the finances and politics of 
much more presumptuous nations. 
Bonds of states and governments, of 
railroads with a government guaran­ 
tee, bonds of cities and towns, of mort­ 
gage companies, are the Frenchman’s 
choice. It is safe to say that in 1’arls 
coupons are cut from the bonds of 
nearly every government under tbe 
sun.
